New York, Nov. 16.— E. II 
Harri­ 
man. chairman of the board of direc­ 
tor* of the Union Pacific railroad, for­ 
mer member of the board of directors 
of the Equitable Life Assurance So­ 
ciety, and connected with many rail­ 
roads and financial institutions, the 
former friend of Jam es Hazen Hyde, 
against whom the latter charged acts 
of an unfriendly nature in his testi­ 
mony Tuesday, was one of the chief 
w itnesses before the Armstrong com­ 
mittee on Insurance investigation yes­ 
terday, 
Mr. Harriman was called immedi­ 
ately after recess and his testim ony 
was a series of denials of the charges 
made by Mr. Hyde. 
Contrary to Mr. 
Hyde’s statem ent, Mr, Harriman said 
Mr. Hyde came to him about a year 
ago and asked him to use his influence 
to have him appointed ambassador to 
France. 
Mr, Harriman said he would 
speak to President R oosevelt when he 
saw him, but added that he did not 
recommend Mr. Hyde for the post. 
Upon Mr. Hyde’s testim ony relative 
to the settlem ent of the Odell suit be­ 
ing read to him, Mr. Harriman denied 
that he had suggested to Mr. Hyde 
any danger of a repeal of the charter 
of the M ercantile Trust company di­ 
rectly or indirectly, and stated that 
Mr. Hyde came to him and asked him 
to use his influence with Mr. Odell 
toward a settlem ent of tho suit. 
Mr. 
Harriman 
explained 
that 
he 
wanted Mr. Hyde’s individual signa­ 
ture to the syndicate agreement of the 
$50,000,000 Union P acirte pool because 
no syndicate wants a corporation as 
a member. 
He justified this because 
It was difficult to guard confidences 
when more than one Individual rep­ 
resented the sam e interest. 
He de­ 
nied that he ever advised Mr. Hyde to 
sell his stock until after the report 
of the Frick com m ittee and said he 
had offered to subscribe $500,DOO to 
assist Mr. Hyde in retaining his stock. 
Mr. Harriman said the Frick report 
never mentioned 
the 
Union Pacific 
deal specifically, but included it un- 
dwr the general statem ent hat 
Mr. 
Hyde had committed the society In 
unwarrantable 
transactions 
without 
the knowledge of the com m ittee. 
Mr. 
Harriman th o u g h it perfectly proper 
for the Equitable to buy Union Pacific 
under an agreement to hold it for 
five years. 
He did not know that it was Mr. 
Hyde’s personal money in this deal, 
and always supposed it was that of 
the Equitable. 
W itness also denied 
that ho had requested that th** execu­ 
tive com m ittee be not Informed of 
this deal, and when Mr. Hyde’s testi­ 
mony on this point was read to him 
he replied that "he did not remem­ 
ber." 
Mr. Harriman said that early in the 
Equitable troubles he had defended 
Mr. Hyde from attacks and had ad­ 
vised him to move the adoption of the 
Frick report telling him that he would 
stand by him through thick and thin 
Mr. Hyde was *ae first witness of 
the day. 
He told of four offers for 
hi* stock, besides that of Mr. Ryan, 
to whom he sold. 
These offers were 
made by Mr. Frick and Mr. Harriman, 
by George Gould, by Gag** E. TarbelJ, 
representing a syndicate, and by Geo. 
W. Young. 
These were made verbally 
and the largest 
was made by 
Mr. 
Young, former president of the United 
States Mortgage and Trust company, 
who offered $7.ODO,OOO. 
Mr. Hyde said 
he declined all these offers, because 
he did not think it to the best interest ! 
of the society to accept any of them .] 
Mr. Ryan made the only offer for 
the stock after the Frick report 
Mr. 
Hyde started to read a statem ent in 
reply to the criticism of Superinten­ 
dent Hendricks on the safe deposit 
companies controlled by the Equitable, 
but It was marked for identification 
and put In evidence without its read­ 
ing being finished, and will be con­ 
sidered by the com m ittee in its report, 
lf it is relevant 
Mr. Hyde was excused while Geo. 
IU Squire, jr.. a stock broker and son 
of the former financial manager of 
the Equitable Life, was called to ex­ 
plain some transactions of his fath­ 
er’s. 
He told how his firm sold stock 
of the Lawyers’ Title Insurance and 
Trust company for his father’s ac­ 
count to the American Deposit and 
I>oan company. 
George H. Jenkins, formerly presi­ 
dent of this company, was eallod and 
said that George IU Squire requested 
that all of this stock offered bv his 
soa’s firm I)** purchased. 
This was 
done from time to time, and subse­ 
quently sold to the Equitable at an

The bitter cold, by farcing 
th*- strikers to remain indoors, did 
more to preserve order than ail the 
C ossack cavalry patrolling th** streets, j 
H eavy m ilitary reserves are stationed 
in all the industrial districts, but there 
has been no rioting. 
There were rn-, 
mors of collisions in various parts of J 
the city, but on investigation they ; 
turned out to I*** false. 
The social democrats had an im-I 
presslve response on the part of all j 
organizations 
of 
workmen 
to 
their 
solidarity with the struggle of their 
Polish comrades for autonomy and ti* 
protest against the execution of the j 
mutinous sailors at ( ronstadt. 
The 
men walked out. of all the big m ills - 
and factories and the em ployes of the I 
Baltic 
and 
Warsaw 
railroads, 
th e, 
printers and other classes of laborers 
struck, but the shops in the center of ; 
the city wert* not closed 
Troops took I 
charge of the electric light stations, 
which were operated by sailors, so 
that the city was not placed in dark- j 
ness. 
No dispatches have arrived from 
the Interior, however, to show that 
the workmen in other cities ar** re­ 
spondent to tin* demand for co-opera­ 
tion, and dissension has broken out 
among ’he 
leaders, som e of whom 
believe the strike to be hasty and 
ill-advised, and who say that if it does 
not succeed the result will be loss of 
prestige 
At m eetings last night this 
faction urged the leaders to announce 
that the strike was only intended us 
a 
dem onstration, 
but 
the 
radicals, 
whose aim is to keep up the revolu­ 
tionary agitation at all hazards, re­ 
fuse 
to listen to such counsels. 
They 
Insisted that it was vitally necessary 
for th** success of their propaganda 
among th** army and tie 
navy that 
they should get credit for saving the 
lives of the m utineers and that if they 
could fore*' the government to recede 
from 
its 
position 
regarding 
Poland 
they would have it by th*- throat 
At 
strike headquarters the leaders re­ 
fused to admit that th** questio n of 
abandoning the strike had yet been 
raised 
The situation has caused a renewal 
of the panicky fel ling am ong the in­ 
habitants, whose nerves wen* already 
shattered by the events of the last 
fortnight, and 
hundreds of 
persons 
who had just returned an* again leat 
ing for Finland. 
The foreign resi­ 
dents are becoming more and more 
alarmed and many of them are has­ 
tily 
preparing to go abroad for the 
wino r. 
In case the Finnish socialists should 
join their Russian comrades and tie 
up the 
Finnish 
railroad, the only 
egress would be by water, aud the 
freezing of the Gulf of Foil intl a fort­ 
night hence would close the last exit 
The foreign em bassies share the pub­ 
lic alarm, and Mi** British embassy is 
advising the immediate removal of 
women and children.

The constitutionality of the Indiana 
anti-cigarette law has been attacked 
in the supreme court on the following 
grounds:

Jonah Williams, the 
defendant, did not go out and steal 
the money he was charged with hav- 
1 tig, hut if was shown in tile evidence 
that a little girl going home from a 
church found a pocketbook containing 
$125, and on suggestion of Williams's 
wife that it might be his, the girl left 
it with her. 
Afterward Williams told 
the child the pocketbook belonged to 
him and gave her a dollar for return­ 
ing It. 
Later the real owner appeared 
but Williams refused to give it up. 
He was arrested and convicted of lar­ 
ceny, but his attorneys urged in their 
appeal that technically 
he had 
not 
committed 
a 
theft. 
The 
supreme 
judges, however, looked at the matter 
in a different light, labeling his action 
as plain stealing. 
It is the first case 
of the kind on record in Indiana.
